A Regulation to provide for the constitution of civil courts in 

the Union territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli and for 
certain other matters. 
In exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1) of article 240 
of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Regulation made by him : 


1. ( 1) This Regulation may be called the Dadra and Nagar Haveli Short titlo,

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the Union territory of Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli. 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may , by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint.

as if it had been pending therein . 

( 2) Any appeal from a decree or order passed by a court and not 
appealed against before the commencement of this Regulation shall 
lie to the court exercising jurisdiction under this Regulation or the 
High Court to which such appeal would have lain if it had been 
preferred after such commencement . 

( 3) Any decree or order passed before the commencement of this 
Regulation by any court shall be deemed for the purpose of execution 
to have been passed by the court exercising jurisdiction under this 
Regulation which corresponds, so far as may be, to the jurisdiction 
of the court which passed the decree or order or , as the case may be , 
by the High Court : 

Provided that nothing in sub - section ( 1) or sub -section (2 ) shall be 
construed as extending the period of limitation to which any sult or 

appeal or application may be subject.
